Weiner 
negotiated this order in 1947. The recorders have not yet been 
Gelivered. 

f. One kanotheodolite unit and two accessory cameras. These units 
were repaired at an agreed cost, negotiated by Weiner in 1947, of 
Pen marks. They have not been delivered and are still in Marien- 
dorf.

The guided missile steering device items on the list above were 
ordered by Rewin through Liidke of Askanta in Berlin-FPriedenau. 
Some of the devices were delivered, others were held up by the 
recent seizure of the Askania-Verke. The Rewin group received 
kinotheodolite units and accessories valued at 350,000 marks up to 
April 1947, but all deliveries have stopped and even the Askania 
plant at Teltow has been unable to find a means of delivery.
